Megatrends, the point is 
made that we are living m an age of transition from an industrial 
economy to an economy based on the creation and distribution of 
information. At the core of our new society is a plethora of techno- 
logical devices to gather, store, analyze, restructure and dissemi- 
nate data for a multitude of applications. Naisbett nevertheless 
observes a human need in this mechanical and technological 
culture for cultivation of closer personal relationships. Naisbett 
writes, ''Our response to the high tech all around us is the evolu- 
tion of a highly personal value system to compensate for the 
impersonal nature of technology." He identifies the trends as 
'high tech /high touch." 

Similar to the national trend toward "high tech/high touch," 
students on our high school campus are seeking personal contact 
with others in order to balance the increasingly impersonal kind 
of society which is developing. The close association with peers, 
the desire for sharing experiences and the recognition of the 
inter-dependence of all of the groups on the high school campus 
are examples of student commitment to touching the lives of 



others in order to find satisfaction in their own lives, f suspect it will 
be the warmth of personal contacts made here in school rather 
than specific, cognitive academic learning that will be at the heart 
of a collection of memories that graduates will treasure years later 
when looking back to high school days. This year's Ulatis sup- 
ports that idea with the theme of "Warm thoughts, pleasant 
memories. " 

Twenty, fifty or perhaps seventy years from now, when memo- 
ries of your high school experiences are recalled, you may dis- 
cover that the guality of your inter-personal relationships when 
you were young set a trend for the rest of your life. You may 
realize that your personal contacts helped to clarify the values you 
hold and to provide motivation for learning and zealous participa- 
tion on other endeavors. The personal attributes you developed 
may well prove to be your primary coping mechanisms for suc- 
cess in our high tech society.
